By the oi i'li nee of Carter it appeared that 
ht wu romine tu Sydney an the morning 
nuseii lii the indictment, arid it about half, 
[itat wren a'iduch he wit loading hi. Iintae 
over the Bulli mounLain, when lie obaerved a 
man, whoa* race waa covered wilh crane, creep- 
ing out of ihe btiah, at aotue dietanca from the 
heel, of the horn, with a gun in One hand and 
upittol in the iHher : al the command orthla 
cam (who afterward* proved to be the prltontr 
Kennedy), Carter itoppcd, and took off till 
ouat, waiatcoai, and hat, and after thia wia 
proceeding tu take off hit trouaera, bat wt. 
prevented from doing ao by biatpun : Kennedy 
ordered Carter to ait do* ii on * ttump at aom* 
dialect* and Lake off hia apurx, which he re- 
hiaed lo ,-],, , upon obtening, however, that 
the prieoner wat letting netttf and nearer, 
CartttliiTEiedto.it down, when the piiaoner 
nre.l Ihe piatol, and the bill .Inking 
Carter on ilnBp inflicted a illght wound, fiom 
which the blood begui to Flow freely.
